The U. S. Army Corps. of 
Engineers has released a timetable 
for completion of the major rehabil 
itation of the Elba levee Mr. 
Charles Owens, project manager for 
the Elba levee project, was in Elba 
last Thursday, March 25, to meet 
with the Governor's Long Range 
Task Force and present an update 
and answer questions on the Corps’ 
progress with the Elba levee project. 

Owens gave Task Force members 
copies of a letter and fact sheet 
being prepared for the Alabama 
Washington delepation of Senator 
Richard Shelby, Senator Jeff 
Sessions and Congressman Terry 
Everett, The information addressed 
the status of both the Elba and the 
Geneva levees. 

The Elba levee is being reworked 
and brought up to current standards 
under Public Law (105-174), dated 
May |, 1998. Partial funding for this 
work was done in the 1998 
Supplemental Appropriations and 
Rescissions Act. The maximum 
amount available, under federal law, 
for Corps of Engineer “continuing 
projects” is $5,000,000. The balance

promised additional funding in 
future budgets 

Owens noted in his report that the 
estimates for rehabing the two lev- 
ees has increased as the projects’ 
needs are reviewed. The cost of the 
Elba levee repairs is now estimated 
at $15.7 million, while the cost of 
the Geneva repairs is estimated to be 
at least $17 million. All of the 
Geneva money is yet to be appropri- 
ated and $10.7 million of the Elba 
money has yet to be earmarked. 

The design of the repair work is 
being done with data gathered from 
a $100,000 contract funded by the 
Choctawhatchee, Pea and Yellow 
Rivers Watershed Management 
Authority (ChocPea). This money 
came from a 1998 direct appropria- 
tion from the Alabama Legislature. 

The project is officially called a 
Design and Construct project, as the 
study and data accumulation was 
done with the ChocPea funds. 

The construction beginning date 
is scheduled for November, 2000, 
and completion date is November 
2002. Those dates are assuming that

the necessary funds to complete the 
project are appropriated, The Task 
Force was told that no construction 
contracts could be let until all the 
necessary funds were available 

The schedule calls for the engi- 
neering and environmental studies 
to be completed by December 1999, 
the final cost estimates to be in by 
June of 2000 with the advertising 
and awarding of construction con- 
tract to be done by October of that 
year, 

Current plans call for up to 56 
acres of additional land that must be 
acquired for rights-of-way to facili- 
tate the broader levee base needed in 
some areas. Elba Mayor James 
Grimes has already begun the work 
of establishing ownership of the 
land abutting the levee and will 
work with the Corps in obtaining the 
necessary easements. The amount 
needed will vary, based on the addi- 
tional levee stress the study shows is 
present at various points from high 
water. 

Mr. Owens said the plans being 
designed require all trees to be 


removed beyond the toe (bottom) of 


the levee to about 25 feet. The levee 
will have a 12 foot width at the top;

Jones gets 99 years in Jerkins murder

A Daleville man received a 99- 
year sentence in the murder of an 
Enterprise convenience store night 
manager, 

Marcus Antonio Jones, 27, was 
tried in Elba in mid-February for the 
nurder of Ronald Howard Jerkins, 
11, of Kinsey, Ala. and found 
vuilty. Jerkins was gunned down 
while making a night deposit at the 
Regions Bank in Enterprise on July 
28, 1997 

Jones was tried on the charge of 
capital murder, however, a jury 
returned a guilty verdict on a lesser 
charge of murder. Capital murder

carries a sentence of death by elec- 
trocution or life without parole 
while the murder charge involving a 
deadly weapon carries a prison sen- 
tence of 20 years to life. 

Circuit Judge William (Bill) Barr 
seitenced Jones to serve 99 years in 
the state penitentiary. The maxi- 
mum sentence for this crime is 99 
years or life. 

At the sentencing hearing held on 
March 12, Judge Barr informed 
Jones and his attorney that he had 
42 days in which to appeal his con- 
viction and sentence. 

In addition to the 99 year sen- 
tence, the convicted murderer was 
ordered to pay $9,500 in funeral

Jones’ trial was held in Elba 
although the crime occurred in the 
Enterprise Judicial Division, This 
was done in order to provide better 
security for the accused, jury, and 
court officials. The heightened 
security was brought about after a 
relative of Jerkins was arrested on 
drug charges in Houston County 
and bomb making materials were 
found at his residence

Over 
the course of two years the Tigers will have to make trips to Flomaton, Gulf 
Shores, Mobile and Washington County, not to mention another pretty 
good trip to East Brewton. The idea of having regional play isn’t bad, and 
no One is complaining about the teams in the Tigers new region. However, 
the long road trips will put an added financial burden on the school, and 
nrobably lead to increased ticket prices all across the state as other schools 
uy to find ways to offset the additional travel expenses. That would only 
put even more of a strain on the parents and fans of the football team, band 
u7d cheerleaders, who will follow their groups and have to buy gas and eat 
on tne read, Maybe before the next two-year plan is revealed there won't 
be so much “bad” with the “good.” 

The new region alignment has caused some talk in all six classes, and 
here’s a quick look at what will happen when the format takes place in 
2000-2001: 

***CLASS 4A - A lot of folks down in the Mobile area breathed a sigh 
of relief when the state officials didn’t put Murphy, Bryant, Theodoré and 
Vigor all in the same region. Vigor should cruise in its region, where 
Baldwin County is probably the #2 team, while in Region | schools like 
Mary Montgomery, Baker and Davidson will just keep on losing. Adding 
teams like Auburn, Central of Phenix City, Opelika and Smiths Station wili 
juice up Enterprise’s schedule, and up in Montgomery all the 6A teams are 
finally together in one region. 

***CLASS SA - The first thing that caught my eye was that St. Pauls 
will make the move up to 5A and be in the same region with Blount. 
Wonder what the fans on the home side will think when Blount invades 
Mobile's biggest private school! Ozark, Greenville, Hillcrest and Charles 
Henderson will all be in the same region, along with Monroe County, 
Southside of Selma and Wilcox Central, while Eufaula will compete with 
Stanhope Eimore, Benjamin Russell, Russell County, Valley, B.T. 
Washington and Wetumpka. Briarwood Christian will jump from 3A to 5A, 
but aren’t in a very tough region, and should still be able to win. 

***CLASS 4A - The biggest surprise came in 4A, where Andalusia and 
Opp both moved down in class and were placed in the region with Clarke 
County, Jackson, T.R. Miller, Thomasville and UMS-Wright. The folks 
over in Opp and Andalusia are still in a very tough region and will log 
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a bunch of miles during the regular season. Probably the only region in the 
state that makes a lot of sense and is good for all the teams involved is in 
Region 2, where Abbeville, Ashford, Bullock County, Dale County, 
Daleville, Geneva, Headland and Rehobeth will make up an eight-team 
region. The teains are already rivals in athletics, and this should be a very 
competitive group, Elsewhere, Trinity and St. James will make the jump to 
4A, but should be able to compete in a region where folks like Coosa 
Central, Elmore County, Handley and Tallassee are the cream of the crop

of six to eight teams, with four 
teams from each region advancing 
to the state football playoffs. 

It is expected that the new region- 
al alignment will result in fewer 


teams with losing records making 
the playoffs and more meaningful 
games taking place late in the regu- 
lar season, 

The regional set-up approved last 
week will include a handful of new 
members including Mobile 
Christian and Sumiton Christian, 
which have applied for membership 
with the AHSAA and will make a 
jump from the Alabama 
Independent Schools Association. 

South 
Alabama will be Gulf Shores, a new 
school constructed in Baldwin 
County.

Private schools in AHSAA face tougher 
rules and new classification changes 


The Legislative Council of the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Association met last week and 
voted 29-3 in favor of Proposal 13- 
A, which replaced two propositions 
that would have excluded private 
schools from championship compe- 
tition, and set new tougher stan- 
dards for the private schools that are 
members of the AHSAA. 

The Legislative Council was set 
to vote on two proposals that had 
gained support from the associa- 
tion’s public school members. 
Proposals 13 and 14 on the agenda 
requested that private schools either 
be restricted from the AHSAA 
championship competition, or 
moved to their own division. 

Proposal 13-A was substituted by 
the AHSAA Central Board of 
Control, after hearing arguments 
from public and private schools ear- 
lier in the week, and stated that 
while private school members can 
now continue to play for champi-

bility in the new school system. 

In order to equate the enrollment 
of private schools with public 
schools for classification purposes, 
the Legislative Council approved an 
enrollment index of 1.35 for private 
school members, Public schoois 
will continue to have a | to | index. 
Since private schools are usually 
selective in their enrollment poli- 
cies, while public schools must 
enroll all students in their school 
zone, the 1.35 index will directly 
impact private school members’ 


classification An example would be 
that a private school with 100 stu- 
dents woyld now be listed with 135 
students for classification purposes, 
based upon the 1.35 index. 

The new index will ge into effect 
with the 2000-2001 school year, and 
all schools will remain in their cur- 
rent classifications for the next 


.school year. 


Classification is based on a: 
school’s average daily attendance in 
the top three grades, and hold backs, 
during a specific period the previ- 
ous fall semester. 

Kinston High School principal 
Jerry Barnes, whose school was a 
co-sponsor of the proposed changes, 
stated “It was never our intention to 
get the private schools booted out of 
the AHSAA. We simply felt like it 
was time for dialogue on the matter, 
and I think we have accomplished 
that
